WYMAN IN COVINA ONCE AGAIN WITH 
DEMONSTRATION OF WAR RECIPES 


How to save forty per cent of wheat 
flour by utilizing practical war recipes, 
is one of the big tilings shown by Chef 
A. L. Wyman, who comes to the Wo­ 
man's Club House in Covina, beginning 
Tuesday of next week, and continuing 
every afternoon for the week. The ses­ 
sions commence at 2:30 o'clock. 


Here are some of the things he is 
going to show: 


Tuesday—preparation 
for wheat less 
dishes—how to use .nuts in wheatless 
dishes, with recipes and practical dem­ 
onstration. 


Wednesday—preparation ,'of deserts 
without sugar or butter. 


Thursday—Use of potatoes and corn 
in preparation of new and tasty dishes; 
economical use of meats. 


Friday—'preparation of fish, /chow­ 
ders and fish sauces, salads and salad 
dressings. 


Saturday—meatless menus, delicious 
-dishes with cheese, macaroni, rice and 
broad, crumbs. 


All dishes will be prepared and sold 
for the benefit of the Red Cross.

Here is a sample of Chef Wyman's 
Hooverized recipe list—a whole wheat 
cake, which, it is declared, effects a 
saving of 40 per cent in white flour: 


One-third 
cup shortening,

fourths cup honey, one egg, two and a 
half cups whole wheat flour, one-half 
teaspoon salt, teaspoon baking powder, 
teaspoon baking soda, two-thirds tea­ 
spoon ground allspice, one and a half 
tenspoons ground cinnamon, cup sour 
milk. 


Directions: 
Beat

honey to a cream, add well-eaten egg 
and dry ingredients sifted, alternating 
with sour milk.

Battle of Somme in 


Vivid Description 


Private H. K. Hooper, a Canadian 
who 
was at Vimy 
Ridge and the 
.Somme, thrilled a large audience that 
completely filled the Covina high school 
auditorium on Monday night, recount­ 
ing some of the historic happenings of 
that awful drive, and throwing light 
on tunny phases of the war only known 
to one who has been baptized in the 
flame of lire of the greatest war of all 
history. 


Private 
Hooper's 
body 
was filled 
with flying shrapnel as lie stooped over 
a wounded German officer on the bat­ 
tlefield, for the Canadian was in the 
ambulance service, the most dangerous 
of all work in time of battle. He spoke 
of 150,000 of the finest troops going in­ 
to that battle. .'50,000 of which were 
Canadians, and of how they were cut 
to pieces in their successful stand. Of 
the Canadian contingent 
only a few 
thousand answered roll-call after the 
fighting was over, and the English were 
in a similar condition. 


Nearly all of his address was deliver­ 
ed in a calm but intensely interesting 
manner, but at times his voice rose to 
full [lower of impassioned oratory, and 
although he lays no claim to being a 
public speaker, his words burned into 
the hearts of his hearers. He told his 
audience never to forget that the En­ 
glish, the French, the Canadians, were 
fighting 
the 
battles of the Vnited 
.States as well as that of the civilized 
word. Instead of the use of the word 
"slacker," he spoke of pacifists the 
world over as "contemptible dogs." 


The speaker appeared under the aus­ 
pices of a church 
organization, and 
the affair was presided over by Dr. F. 
B. Cowgill, and was participated in by 
Rev. C. A. Foreman.
